Coleman Board of Trade spent 
considerable time Nov. 12 dis¬ 
cussing the dangerous aspects of 
the new highway through Cole¬ 
man, drafting resolutions to be 
forwarded to the Minister of 
Highways. 

Arising out of joint Chamber 
of Commerce meeting with 
Highway Minister Taylor to be 
held at Lethbridge, the local 
Board lost no time in enumerat¬ 
ing the dangers of the newly 
paved road. With two fatalities 
to this date, the Board went on 
record as desiring a white line 
painted on the highway at once, 
Installation of signs to reduce 
speed at corners, and other mat¬ 
ters. The most danger It was felt 
was the lack of shoulders, In a 
good many places resulting in a 
sheer drop at the edge of the 
road. If these things are put off 
for another year, it is felt that 
accidents will continue to mount 
at a tremendous rate. 

Another request was received 
from the Lethbridge branch ask¬ 
ing the local board to endorse a 
resolution asking that southern 
Alberta veterans be hospitalized 
in the new Lethbridge Municipal 
hospital. Coleman support was 
given. 

The neon sign committee 
brought in their plan calling for 
an assessment on local firms to 
pay the cost of the sign over a 
three year period. This plan is 
on a sliding scale, fixed at a price 
In accordance with the benefits 
the firm will receive from having 
such a sign. Letters, followed by 


personal Interview will bring 
more details to local business¬ 
men. 

A report on the raffle of the 
scale model house brought out 
the fact that the project has not 
been pushed enough. Cards will 
be prepared to advertise the pro¬ 
ject to a greater extent. Blair- 
more branch will be asked to 
consider the sale of tickets at 
that point. 

Further reference to the Blair- 
more branch came with the an¬ 
nouncement of the dates of the 
Winter Carnival. Coleman has 
been asked to enter a Queen in 
this year’s contest and take part 
in the parade. These matters will 
be dealt with at a later meeting. 

Lack of proper representation 
for Coleman In daily papers In 
comparison with other centres 
was brought up and the Board 
will endeavour to have a local 
representative to carry Cole¬ 
man’s news to the readers of the 
dailies, giving this centre a bet¬ 
ter light In the eyes of the re¬ 
mainder of the province. 

Represe nation from Coleman 
to the cavalcade to Fernie on the 
occasion of the completion of a 
hard surface highway across Al¬ 
berta was discussed. Attending 
from Coleman will be Mayor 
Abousaffy, P. A. Dickieson (pres¬ 
ident of the Alberta section of 
the Trans - Canada Highway, 
Crows Nest Route), J. R. Hill, E. 
G. Montalbettl, J. Wilkie, Sonny 
Richards, H. Boulton, J. Kerr, 
R. Spillers and C. Freeman. 


Many items of general bus¬ 
iness were dispensed with at 
the regular meeting of the 
School Board on Monday 
evening. Principal Allen re 
ported the schools operating 
harmoniously and featuring 
an attendance of 97i% forthe 
month of October. A couple 
of institutes had been held at 
Central school and visits made 
by the inspector. 

Out of the principal's report 
came mention of the Sadie 
Hawkins Day Party and lack 
of attendance by the students. 
Mr. Allen stated that mem 
bers of the faculty had spent 
considerable time planning 
for the affair and devoted 
their evening towards attend¬ 
ing the function. Shortly af 
ter 10 p.m. only 11 couples 
were in attendance and at the 
hour of 11 this had diminished 
to the point that the event 
was closed down.

THE COUSIN’S STORY 

A History Of The Crows Nest Pass Area 



(Continued- from last week.) 

Alexander Stavely Hill in 1881 
called the river the Oldman Riv¬ 
er coming from the Crows Nest 
Pass, for years, and still to some 
extent locally, the Crows Nest 
River was called the Old Man or 
Middle Fork of the Old Man, or 
Just Middle Fork, while the pre¬ 
sent Oldman River was the 
North Fork and once the Belly 
River. The confusion Is reflected 
in Place Names of Alberta, which 
agrees that the northern branch 
is the main stream of the Old 
Man, as the area around the 
source of this river Is known as 
the Old Man’s Playing Grounds 
by the Indians. “Hence,” con¬ 
cludes the author, “the cave 
from which the stream emerges 
is known as the Old Man’s Cave, 
but the only cave is the one on 
the Crowsnest Ridge from which 
the Crows Nest river flows.” 

The first whiteman to come 
near the Pass, of whom there is 
any record, was Father Jean de 
Smet. In 1845 de Smet was a mis¬ 
sionary among the Kootenay In¬ 
dians in the Tobacco Plains sec¬ 
tion of southern B.C. and north¬ 
ern Montana. He travelled ex¬ 
tensively in the area around his 
mission and in 1845 made his 
epic journey to Rocky Mountain 
House to persuade the Blackfeet 
to make peace with the Koote- 
nays who were in a state of great 
fear after numerous clashes. It 
has been said that de Smet chose 
the western end of the Crows 
Nest Pass for the first part of the 
trip, but since, it has been estab¬ 
lished almost certainly that he 
went through White Man Pass, 
this is scarcely likely. However, 
there is other evidence that he 
visited the valley of the Elk sev¬ 
eral times. In a letter he said. 
“The fine river Des Chutes comes 
roaring down and crosses the 
plain before it joins its waters jjo 
the McGilllvray (Kootenay) ” 
and having remarked that there 
were large pieces of coal along 
the river, “I am convinced that 
this fossil could be abundantly 
procured”. He Is obviously re¬ 
ferring to the Elk River, the only 
one noted for coal In these parts. 
Hence de Smet was both the first 
known traveller in the Pass and 
the discoverer of its coal. 

The Palliser Expedition in 1858 
gave first recognition to the 
Crows Nest Pass by that name. 
Lieut., later Captain, Thomas 
Blakiston had been charged with 
exploring Kootenay Pass to see 
if it lay in British territory. 
Blakiston, after a dispute with 
Palliser, went off from the main 
party, and his reports appear in 
the section of the Palliser Report 
known as “Further Papers”. He 
listed the Pass as a known Pass 
at 49 deg. 40 min. N. Lat. and 
called It Crows Nest Pass. The 
north Kootenay was given at 49 
degrees, 34 minutes. Travelling 
southwards between the Living¬ 
stone Range and the Porcupines 


which was considered safer be¬ 
cause of the danger of Indian 
raids, he passed across the 
mouth of the Crows Nest Pass. 
Referring to this pass his reports 
state: “Of the first of these 
passes we know only that its 
eastern entrance Is on the river 
of thj? same name, while it em¬ 
erges In the vicinity of the 
Steeples or Mount Deception”. 
Further on we read “By reports 
of the natives It is a very bad 
road and seldom used”. There 
was, however, a well defined 
path when he crossed it in Au¬ 
gust and he “. . . observed the 
old trail coming in from the 
plains on the left bank of the 
Crows Nest River.” It would be 
interesting to know which of the 
Crows Nest series of passes was 
followed by the Indians, who 
were almost all Flatheads or 
Kootenays, and who would have 
turned south as soon as possible 
to reach the Tobacco Plains. 
When Michael Phillips came 
through 15 years later there was 
no sign of a trail along the route 
now travelled by the road and 
railway.

Try Buying In Yukon 

WHITEHORSE, Y.T.—A housewife in Dawson City or Mayo 
pays about 50 per cent, more for groceries than her counterpart 
on the "outside". In Whitehorse, she pays about a third more. 
The average family of four in Dawson pays upwards of $150 a 
month for groceries and in Whitehorse upwards of $100. 

Butter—Whitehorse 80 cents 


Wood, the basic fuel of the terri¬ 
tory, costs about $30 a cord in Daw¬ 
son and about $19 here. It is not 
hard to bum two cords a month dur¬ 
ing a Yukon winter. Oil, common in 
kitchens, cost 30 cents a gallon here 
and considerably more in Dawson. 

Transportation costs, are of course, 
the chief reason for the high prices. 
Most of the territory’s food is im¬ 
ported from Vancouver or Seattle, 
with some coming from Edmonton. 

Food from Vancouver and Seattle 
is shipped by plane or boat to 
Juneau, Alaska, and thence by train 
to Whitehorse. During the winter, 
most perishable foods are shipped 
here direct by air. 

Dawson, Mayo and other towns 
north of here get food by river boat 
or road in summer and by road alone 
in winter.

PRECIPITATION 
ON PRAIRIES 
BELOW NORMAL 

WINNIPEG. — Precipitation sum¬ 
mary for the Prairie provinces is¬ 
sued by the meteorologist office in 
Winnipeg recently showed all three 
provinces received below normal 
moisture in the three months ending 
Oct. 31. 

Alberta showed the biggest defi¬ 
ciency with a provincial average .83 
inches below normal. Manitoba was 
.76 inches below normal, and Sask¬ 
atchewan down .54 inches. 

The biggest deficiencies show in 
the southern areas of the provinces. 

Fall moisture has a big bearing on 
the outlook for the next seaspn’s 
grain crop. 

Of 23 points reporting in Alberta, 
only two showed above normal pre¬ 
cipitation for the three-month period. 
In Manitoba, five of the 16 reporting 
points showed above normal. In Sask¬ 
atchewan above normal precipitation 
was received by eight out of 25 
points.

LYNN LAKE, Man. — This booming mine town, one of the 
brightest new stars in Canada's mineral world, soon will be dif¬ 
fusing new wealth into the national economy. Nestling in the 
■Manitoba*wilds just south of the 57th parallel, the town's expand¬ 
ing mine is considered the world's richest source of copper-nickel 
apart from the great mines at Sudbury, Ont. 

Within a year a 145-mile rail line 
will Ijnk it with supply routes to the 
south, hauling ore estimated to be 
Worth $14,000,000 yearly to world 


carried across the marsh land in 
trains. More than 225 have yet to 
make the trip. 

Lynn Lake seven years ago had 
only three log shacks. Now the 
population is approaching 500 and is 
expected to grow between 1,500 and 
2,000 when production starts. 

The town’s history began in 1941 
with an ore discovery by a trans¬ 
planted prospector, Austin McVeigh, 
born in Lower Litchfield, 60 miles 
west of Ottawa. He’s been tramp¬ 
ing Canada's northland for four 
decades and hopes to die with boots 
on, preferably the hobnailed boots 
of the prospector. ' 

McVeigh was induced into the min¬ 
ing gjptie when a boy after reading 
of the big money made by prospec¬ 
tors in Cripple Creek and Cobalt. 
He learned his business the hard 
way, working in practically all On¬ 
tario mining camps before heading 
for British Columbia and back to 
Manitoba. 

Although there are stories that he 
discovered Lynn Lake through luck, 
he insists the find was the result of 
careful prospecting with modern 
gadgets.
